Public hearing on the Palm 
Springs Unified School district 
budget for 1949-50 is scheduled 
for 2:30 p. m. next Tuesday, Au­ 
gust 2, at. Frances S. Stevens 
school. County Superintendent of 
School E. E. Smith announced 
i this week. 
I 
Budget figures, as prepared by 
¡the local board a n d approved by 
Smith’s office, total $684.370 for 
I the new year. Budget for the 
year ending June 30, 1949, was 
$596,330. 
Salary 
adjustm ents 
and 
in ­ 
creases in the staff account for 
the advance in th e budget this 
year. The tax rate will show a 
drop, compared to last year due 
to a broader tax base and in­ 
crease in state money. However, 
due to the budget increase, cost 
to individual tax payers will be 
slightly higher. Total assessed 
valuation 
in the 
district last 
year, according to County Audi­ 
tor Ray Hicks, w a s $24.209.420. 
This year it will exceed $30.000,­ 
000. 
Last year the total school levy 
in Palm Springs a n d the former 
Desert district w as $2.05 includ­ 
ing school budget needs, high 
school 
and 
g ra m m ar 
school 
bonds a n d interest, junior college 
levy and county costs. In other 
parts of the Palm Springs Uni­ 
fied 
district, the 
total overall 
school rate was $1.86.

west coast within the next week 
with complete estimates on costs 
and m aterials for the tremen 
dous work which will finally see 
the longest lift of the largest 
cars to the highest altitude o( 
any comparable tram w ay in the 
world. 
Bannerm an 
left the 
Village 
last June after a last survey trip 
up the actual site of the project 
accompanied 
by estimators of 
Consolidated American Steel Co. 
and the Morrison Knudsen Co. 
Bannerman. himself, is chief en 
gineer of the American Steel and 
Wire corporation, and 
he has 
been at the home plant of that 
company in New Haven. Conn., 
completing 
the 
detailed 
esti­ 
mates of the project. 


IT WAS HIS ORIGINAL plan 
to return to the Village August 
1 to confer with members of the 
Ml. San Jacinto Winter Park Au­ 
thority, headed by Earl Coffman. 
Coffman said yesterday he had 
had no word as yet from Ban­ 
nerm an but w as expecting to 
hear from him momentarily. As 
soon as the engineer’s data is 
received the authority will then 
be able to advertise for bids 
for the construction and let the 
bonds for financing. 
The bonds, explained Coffman, 
will be lax exempt and will call 
for a higher rate of interest than 
usual bond issues. He stated that 
these two inducements a l o n e 
should insure the speedy sale 
of the bonds. 


ORIGINAL COST of the project 
w as estimated at approximately 
$5.000,000 but Coffman believed 
this figure would be 
reduced 
considerably w ith the final re­ 
port from Bannerman. 
The tram w ay wilt consist of 
a two-car lift from the lower 
station at the upper end of Chino 
canyon at an elevation of 2200 
feet, u p on a 30 degree rise to 
a total height of approximately 
8500 feet with the length of the 
ride being 12.800 feet. Nine tow­ 
ers will be erected ranging in 
height from 60 to 270 feet in 
height, depending on the contour 
of 
the 
terrain, to m ain tain a 
steady rise on the average 30 
degree slope. Longest single dis­ 
tance between towers will be 
2600 feet, or approxim ately one 
half mile. 
It is expected that the project 
will m ake a mecca of the Vil­ 
lage for people throughout the 
world since the views obtainable 
along the line of travel will rival 
the Grand 
Canyon 
a n d other 
wonders of the world, since the 
panoram a extended before the 
visitors’ eyes will extend past 
the Saltón Sea down the Coa 
challa and Imperial valleys to 
the Gulf of California.

Expansion of Coachella Vallpv 
air frpight and passenger service 
w as predicted this week by Ted 
Hannah. Riverside county direc­ 
tor of airports. 
He hased his prediction on the 
outcome of a proposed program 
for air freight operations out of

License Measure 


Effective Aug. 1 
After August 1 persons without 
practical real estate experience 
cannot enter the real estate busi­ 
ness as brokers, said D. D. Wat­ 
son, real estate commissioner, 
according to information receiv­ 
ed by H. H. Foster, president of 
the Palm Springs real estate 
board. Under a new amendment 
to the license law as passed at 
the last session of the legislature, 
all applicants for real estate 
broker license must show two 
years active experience in the 
real estate business as a sales­ 
man or its equivalent.

Unconstitutional 
Action of Federal Judge E. R. 
Shaw in Chicago U. S. district 
c o u r t in ruling the recently- 
enacted rent control law uncon­ 
stitutional aroused much Inter­ 
est here among realtors, land­ 
lords and renters this week.

As Iowa differs from Georgia, 
a n d L ouisiant 
d i f f e r s 
from 
M aine, an d Texas differs from 
C onnecticut, so P aris d i f f e r s 
fro m London. T here are little 
th in g s about it th a t are “ty p ­ 
ica lly French." For instance, the 
little boys in th eir tunics and 
berets, the horses w ith th eir c al­ 
ico-capped ears, th e im portance 
of hand-shaking, th e persistence 
of the horn-tooters, th e beauty 
a n d sm artness of th e w om en, the 
narrow , w inding streets, the grey 
sto n e buildings, th e m any m any 
groups of school-age children 
b eing show n the historical sights 
o f France, th e long leaves of 
u nw rapped bread strapped to the 
b ack of bicycles or carried, non­ 
c h alan tly u n d e r th e arm of 
every person w alking along the 
city and village streets, th e d e­ 
licious, d i v i n e food and fine 
ch eap wines, even in the h u m ­ 
b lest restaurants, a n d th e b eau ­ 
tifu l p a r k s and playgrounds 
e v e r y few blocks. They take 
su ch pride in b e a u t y here. I 
w onder 
if 
our 
children 
and 
gran d ch ild ren w ill tak e as m uch 
p rid e an d find as m uch h a p ­ 
p iness in the b eauty of Palm 
S prings as the P arisians do in 
P aris. It seem s to m e th a t kind 
of a future for a tow n would 
be w orth w orking for. Towns in 
N ew E ngland have achieved it 
— a charm and sw eet beauty. If 
th e subdividers of Palm Springs 
could plan generously for bridle 
trails, bicycle paths, footpaths, 
a n d trees, they w ould find th at 
th e re is a profit even in beauty. 


I SUPPOSE th a t a love of 
b e au ty alw ays w alk s hand in 
h a n d w ith im agination, because 
th e French people certainly have 
th a t, too. It is a joy to see w hat 
th e y con do w ith a shop w in ­ 
dow . A h a t somehow becom es a 
sym bol for elegance, an d lin ­ 
g erie for fem inity. They love 


sym bolism an d babies. On the 
Rue Faubourg St. Honoré there 
is a contest am ongst th e shops 
for th e w indow th a t hag the 
m ost b eau tifu l conception of the 
French fables. And a ll of Paris 
h a s show n a personal interest 
in th is contest. Every day and 
every n ig h t the street is packed 
w ith “ lookers." O rdinarily the 
w indow s of Paris have grates 
an d boards pulled over them at 
n ig h t, b u t due to th is special 
show , th e w indow s along th is 
street are left unsealed. Now 
one of th e other avenues, (Ave. 
V ictor Hugo) h a s developed a 
riv a l contest. E ach w indow Is 
d isp lay in g th e p a in tin g of a fine 
m odern a r ti s t . . . a p ain tin g th at 
m ore or less ty p ifies his m er­ 
chandise, an d around th is p a in t­ 
in g he h a s arran g ed a w indow 
d isplay. The Im ag in atio n th a t 
th ey have used is perfectly de. 
llg h tfu l. It m ust have been fun 
for th em an d it is certainly fun 
for those of us w ho come to look. 


THE MASSES of flow ers In the 
flow er m arts on th e left bank 
are p retty enough to m ake an 
a rtis t out of th e m ost unim agi- j 
native. The French love flowers, 
an d every little m ark et or shop, 
every ap artm en t or room, cherish 
a grow ing p la n t an d have a 
bow l of fresh flow ers on their 
tables. The French hydrangas 
are perhaps th e m ost striking 
flow er th a t we have seen here. 
T hey come in g au d y pinks, and 
lav en d ar blues w ith huge flower 
p e ta ls .And they grow geranium s 
here as freely as in E ngland but 
no t as large. The red poppies 
an d blue bachelor b uttons th at 
grow w ild in th e g ra in fields 
h av e a vivid beauty. Lots of 
b eautiful gladiolas, dahlias. 
They alw ays “dress th in g s up” 
w ith a touch of color, a flower, 
a ribbon. They know , in stin c­ 
tively. the w ay to create beauty.

This distincitno 
is im m ediately noticed by th e 
difference in description of these 
two sessions. In the odd n u m ­ 
bered 
years 
the 
sessions 
are 
known as ‘‘g en eral sessions." In 
the even num bered years th e 
sessions are know n as “budget 
sessions." 


FROM THE 
DIFFERENCE in 
the description of these two se s­ 
sions. it is easily realized th at 
the ‘‘general session” would deal 
with an y and a ll types of leg is­ 
lation, including the budget. The 
“budget 
session,” 
however, 
is 
presently confined to considera­ 
tion of the budget, revenue acts, 
urgency m easures, acts calling 
elections, constitutional am en d ­ 
m ents, local governm ent c h a r­ 
ters an d ch arter changes, and 
acts necessary to provide for the 
expenses of th e session. 
(A 
p r o p o s e d C onstitutional 


amendment w ill further lim it 
the activity of the budget ses­ 
sion, and this w ill be discussed 
in a subsequent article). 


THE SESSION w hich has ju st 
adjourned cam e in an odd n u m ­ 
bered year, an d was, of course, 
a "general session.” It began, as 
do a ll general sessions, at 12:00 
o’clock noon on the first M onday 
after th e first day of January, 
and continued for a period not 
exceeding thirty days. The leg is­ 
lature 
then 
recessed 
for 
th e 
m onth of February, and upon re ­ 
convening in M arch, stayed in 
session until its business w as 
completed. There is presently no 
Constitutional 
l i m i t 
on 
the 
length of the "general session," 
but th a t too is the subject of a 
proposed C onstitutional am end­ 
ment. 
The “b u d g e t session” com ­ 
mences at 12:00 o’clock noon on 
the first M onday in M arch of 
the even num bered years, and 
¡ordinarily does not c o n s u m e 
more th an approxim ately thirty 
days. 
It 
th u s m ay be noted that, 
having completed this past g en ­ 
eral s e s s i o n , your Legislators 
will no t gt to Sacram ento for a 
session of the Legislature until 
March, 1950. The governor m ay, 
however, at an y tim e, convene 
the legislature by calling an ex ­ 
traordinary session. Present in ­ 
dications are th a t th is is u n ­ 
likely.

no prejudice against Mr. Guiberson—UNANIMOUSLY 
adopted a resolution stating that creation of the unregu­ 
lated area for Guiberson is special privilege to one person 
to the potential detrim ent of his neighbors and the welfare 
of the community. This opinion was arrived at after sev­ 
eral hearings and careful study—not by emotion, political 
pressure or promise of patronage. It is the only logical 
conclusion, but it was overruled by Guiberson s political 
machine. During the past year this machine has been in­ 
citing community against community and class against 
class in their determination to get w hat they wanted—an 
unregulated industrial zone.

THE LOCAL VOTE w as disappointing and somewhat 
surprising to those who have opposed the cement plant. 
It is quite apparent that many people here do not know 
which side their bread is buttered on. They could have 
been guided by but one motive—the promise of more 
employment. W e’ll see now which supplies the most, the 
resort business or the cement mill. And which has the 
greatest future for expansion. But w e’ll likely have to 
wait some time. The prospects of a cement plant near 
the Palm Springs station in the near future are not very 
bright—even on an unregulated basis. Mr. Guiberson has 
cleared several hurdles hut there are more ahead. The 
real need for another cement plant—if there actually was 
one—seems to have vanished. The m atter of financing and 
obtaining equipment still remains a possible problem. 
Readers will now get a change of diet in The Desert 
Sun— a fact which will probably please quite a few. We 
have felt, however, th at it was our duty to oppose this 
unregulated industrial zone so close to this community, 
and give all the information available on the subject. But 
there are m any other problems just as im portant—or 
more so. The t r a m w a y development, the Indian lands 
p ro b le m , taxation, community betterm ent and many 
others. So we'll be able to vary the diet a little—and all 
the while keep an eye cast toward W hitew ater point just 
to see w hat might be going on out there!
